Jlearns from its members that severn) 
large companies have granted increases 
of puy to their officers.) One offices, in 
ucquuinting the Guild ‘of increases which 
Mhuve boon made in hiy company, writes: 
“T fool sura that this has been brought 
about by the Guild, I can only say how 
thankful I am to: be a, niember and to 
think thera. is such a strong society 
alwys locking out for ‘tho interests of 
officers of the mercantile msrine. I sin- 
cercly, hopa tho Guild will continue to 
do the good it hax been doing for the 
past yoors,"” The Guild have also heard 
o@cially from the Manchester Liners, 
Limited, that, commencing from the. lst 
January; 1019, the wages of their chief 
cfivers will he increased £1. monthly to 
all those who have held that position for 
two yeurs, and £2 to those who have been 
in that position for five years, without 
promotion, This will be in addition to 
the following scale which is now in 
vogue :—S.S. ,' Manchester City," chief 
officer £15, second officer £11, and third 
officer £8/10/0, ‘(refrigerated stanmer) .

Tt is a two storied 
and the entrance in quite 
stiiking, Attached! to the main building 
there are rooms, Ofiices, and even bath 
rooms, The prison itself is behind 
the main entrance, whrse rooms wih be 
utilized by the staff, In one regard it 
is an improvement upon the -recently 
renovated Kwang Chow prison, Each of 
the rvoma haga window, which will adm't 
both sir and light, This fact is specially 
commented upot in the description before 
us and is thought to be a decided: step in 
advance, These changes : show us plainly 
enough that the new rollers have new 
idens, and though, many parta of the pro.

A SUDD&N OUTBREAK, 

Aatrongly worded telegram har been sont 
from Kangmoon, and addressed ‘to all the 
powers that be in Cunton, ‘even to the edi- 
tors of the newspapers. There from wo learn, 
that the town of Tai Lam in the Sanui dis- 
trict, since the Revolution has enjoyed con- 
tinuous peace. Robbers have not moles 
ested the people ; soldiers have not broken 
nut, and interfered with the even tenor of 
the people's way, Now there has been a 
sudden outbreak, and no one can quite 
 anderstand the cause thereof. A company 
‘of the People’s army was ordered to ne 
moved away from the place, and'somchow 
seemed unwilling to obey, They mutined, 
and were joined by their relatives, and 
some other troops from Pig Head Ail, 
They used their weapons freely and some 
people were killed, Tho women and 
children were dreadiully frightened, and 
ran round in all directions weeping and 
wailiag. The mutineers then seized five of 
the important people of the town, and led 
them away, shouting meanwhile that they 
would returo again soon, when there would 
be more work of the same kind, Hence 
the telegram ao urgently sent to Canton, 
asking the officials that some ‘flying 
troops ” be sent to reatore order, and at the 
same time, protect: the lives of those, who 
now feel that they live in jeopardy every 
hour. These outbreaks occur not in- 
frequently, ns any one who reads (he native 
papers nny discover for himself, What is 
peculiar about this vathrenk is that no one 
secind to know, apactly what the motive 
was,
